Ze Organizational Data

a. Designation and Location. MCAS (H) New River is located in the
vicinity of Jacksonville, North Carolina, and is under the military
command of the Commandant of the Marine, Corps, who exercises his command
through the Commander, Marine Corps Air Bases, Eastern Area. The
Commandant of the Marine Corps provides primary logistic support for the
Air Station and the Commandant, Fifth Naval District is the designated
area coordinator. Aircraft, aircraft spares and related aeronautical
support equipment logistics is provided by the Chief of Naval Operations
and the Chief of Naval Materiel.

b. The assigned mission is to maintain and operate facilities and
provide service and materiel to support operations of a Marine Aircraft
Wing, or units thereof, and other activities and units as designated by
the Commandant of the Marine Corps in coordination with the Chief of Naval
Operations.

¢. Period Covered. Period covered by this report is 1 July to
31 December 1974.

(b) During this period two employeeé retired.
(c) The civilian turnover was 11 separations and 14 accessions.

(d) Due to consolidation of various function of the Air Station
with Marine Corps Base, 146 civilian employees (35 graded and 111 ungraded)
were transferred to Marine Corps Base, Camp Lejeune as of 1 July 1974.

4. Training

a. General

(1) The Training Department is responsible to the MCAS(H) S-3 for
providing aviation training to units of the Second Marine Air Wing Stationed
at MCAS(H) New River. In addition, the Training Department operates an
Audio-Visual/Film Library.




(2) Personnel, who man the Training Department, are also directly
responsible to the Commanding Officer of Headquarters and Headquarters
Squadron for coordinating and implementing individual training of enlisted
Marines which includes Rifle Marksmanship, Physical Fitness Test, Drown
Proofing, Pistol Requalification and Familiarization Firing. Further, it
monitors the command Weight Control Program, MCI, Essential Subjects
Training, SNCO and NCO Leadership Training, and coordinates MOS Training.

b. Aviation Training

(1) On 10 May 1974 CMC declared the 2B10A Cockpit procedures trainer
in excess of training requirements. It is now awaiting deposition.

(2) No training in aviation occurred from 10 May 74 to 31 Dec 74.
MAG-26/29 investigated the benefit derived from the 2BlOA (an H-3 Cockpit
Mock-up) and concluded that little or no training was accomplished from
this trainer due to its being completely dissimilar to any aircraft
assigned to the tactical groups.

c.”vAudib-Visual Film Library

(1) The Film Library Branch has 104 items of equipment on hand and
has issued on temporary and extended custody the following equipment;
Movie Projector-260, Slide Projector-29, Opaque Projectors-16, Screens-90,
Films-690 Lecturnettes-28, Tape Recorders-14. This Branch performs all
preventive maintenance and repairs on these devices, plus those belonging
to other units. This Branch has also made 120 transparencies for use as
training aids.

d. Individual Training

(1) Rifle Marksmanship. 179 personnel fired for qualification
with 157 qualified and 22 unqualified.

(2) PFT. 352 personnel were administered the test and 113 were not
tested. 88% of the personnel tested passed.

(3) Weight Control Program. During this reporting period 37 Marines
were placed on the Weight Control Program. At the end of the reporting
period all except two have been transferred, discharged, or have been
released from the program due to satisfactory improvement.

(4) Drown Proofing. At present we have fifty-three unqualified
personnel. Lack of qualified swim instructors precluded testing during
the past two quarters.

(5) Pistol Requalification

(a) Twenty out of twenty Officers qualified with T/0O weapon
38 caliber.
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(2) 189 SNCO and below fired the Caliber 45/with only one un-
qualified.

5. Airfield Operations

a. Crash Crew

(1) Crash Crew Division. The combined Crash Crew and Structural
Fire Department has 20 vehicles assigned for aircraft and structural fire
protection. Two of the 20 pieces are on loan from Marine Aircraft Group-26,
and three are on loan from Marine Aircraft Group-29, and are used to supplement
the station equipment.

(2) Crash Crew accomplished the following during the period 1 July -
31 December 1974.

(a) Aircraft crashes: One (1)

(b) Aircraft standbys: Fifty-five (55)

(c) Manned equipment: The Station Crésh Crew spent 7510.0 hrs
manning the Hopspot position for landing and departing aircraft and also stood
by for 84 defuels, 44 washdowns of fuelspills, plus 18 escorts.

Training.

c. Flight Support

(3) Administration

(a) This Division maintains a 24 hour daily forecaster and
observational program, with forecasts produced and disseminated locally
and observations transmitted via Air Force Teletype Circuit plus local
dissemination.

(b) A total of 886 IFR, 743 VFR, and 234 local flight forecasts
were issued, in addition, 68 destructive weather warnings were disseminated
to parent and tenant commands at MCAS(H) and Camp Lejeune.

(¢c) Monthly Climatological, Astronomical, and Tidal data was
computed and published for use at the Air Station and Camp Lejeune.

3y (d) Blast Focus Forecasts were prepared and disseminated on a
daily basis to Camp Lejeune G-3 Training, range control and 2d MAW TACC,
at MCAS Cherry Point.

(4) Training

(b) Lectures

1 Eight (8) one hour lectures were given to 145 tenant
command pilots.

(5) Community Relations

(a) Fifteen (15) adults, 65 Children, and four (4) Teachers
toured the Weather Office.

(b) The Weather Officer and Weather Services Chief each gave a
one hour lecture/demonstration for the 5th grade science class at the
Infant of Prague School in Jacksonville.

(6) Ceremonies

(a) Provided personnel for local retirement/change of Command
Ceremonies.
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(7) Modification of Plant and Facility. None

(8) New Program and Changes and/or Status of Existing Programs.

(a) Long line transmission of aviation forecasts over Comet II
began 2100Z, 15 July 1974.

(b) Mobile Maintenance Van (MMF-WK) (Rawinsonde) is set up and
operational. Although some funding for initial issue items was received
from MAG-26, no funds are allocated for the third quarter. Some training
was accomplished as noted in paragraph d. (4).(a). b

(c) Mobile Maintenance Van (MMF-WL)(Radar) is expected to arrive
at New River during January. The Radar Van will be a Second Marine Air
Wing asset but should be subcustodied to the station via MAG-26.

(9) Command relations with other military organizations with the
immediate area. See paragraph (3).(d) above.

e. Air Traffic Control Division

(1) Air Traffic Operations. Operations for the reporting period
totalled 67,221. There were 148 passengers manifested of whom 75 were
VIPs. The Visiting Aircraft Line serviced 501 transient aircraft and
moved 16,771 lbs of cargo. Total operating hours numbered 1922.2.

(2) MCAS(H) New River assumed the radar mission from MATCU-64 on
1 Nov 74. All controllers, less the officer in charge and his NCOIC,
were transferred to the station in conformance with the current Fleet
Augmentation Program. The average strength, therefore, increased to 52
Marines and two (2) civilians.

(3) Partial rehabilitation of the Control Tower continued during
this period.
